no-smoking Code’

BERKELEY — The Ber- 

keley City Council has ap- 


proved a citywide ‘‘no. 


smoking” ordinance which 
boas Decne the model for a 
statewide initiative in 1978. 

The new law, which 
applies to most places open 
to the public in the city, is 
expected to take effect in 
about a month. The ordi- 
nance_was originally prop- 
osed by GASP (Grou 
Against Smoking Pollution 
over a aad ago and has 
been the subject of a 
number of pat ‘ace: # 

While believed to be the 
most stringent of its kind in 
the state, the ordinance ap- 
proved by the council last 
night is somewhat milder 
than the original GASP 
proposal, especially regard- 
Ing restaurants. 

e original ordinance 
would have banned smoking 
in all Berkeley restaurants, 
but after opposition from 
some restaurant owners 
and meetings with about 50 
restaurateurs, GASP 
amended that proposal to 
allow restaurant owners to 
determine their smoking 
policy. 

Within a year the council 
is toreview the restaurants’ 
policies to determine 
whether ‘‘the right of 
nonsmokers... is being 
protected’’ and, if it finds 
nonsmokers’ rights are 
being violated, to amend the 
ordinance to ban smoking in 
all restaurants. 

Paul Loveday, president 
of GASP, said many of the 
smaller restaurant owners 
support the ordinance as 


now written, although the’ 


East Bay Restaurant As- 
sociation opposes the law. 

Larry Blake, owner of a 
Telegraph Avenue restaur- 
ant, said he thinks the new 
wording regarding restaur- 
ants is ‘‘an excellent solu- 
tion’’ although he predicted 
there will be some ‘“‘ad- 
ministrative’ problems. 

Blake said he is concerned 
about another controversial 
provision in the 
ordinance—the private 
right of action, which allows 
nonsmokers to sue smokers 
who do not obey the ordi- 
nance for damages up to 
$100. 

City Attorney Michael 
Lawson also said he had 
doubts about the provisions 
for private right of action, 
but an attempt by council 
member Sue Hone to delete 
those provisions from the 
ordinance failed.

Frank Gaines, 87, former 
Berkeley Mayor and Phili 
pine Legion of Honor Medal 
winner, died Thursday in 
Sacramento after a long ill- 
ness.

An earlier, pilot study 
done by the two researchers 
and Catherine Berheide of 
Indiana University South- 
east of suburban house- 
wives in Evanston, Ill., pro- 
duced findings which’ will 
supplement those of the cur- 
rent, larger study. Among 
these are: 

—In the vast ee eR of 
families, women still do the 
bulk of the household work, 
even when the wife holds 
down an outside job. And 
they do it with ‘‘quiet resig- 
nation.”’ 

—Many women find that it 
is less trouble to do their 
husband’s and children’s 
share of the chores than it is 
“to get after them.” 

—A high percentage of 
women are doing traditional 
“men’s work,’’ such as 
mowing the lawn, taking out 
the garbage, keeping the 
family accounts and. even 
shoveling the snow from the 
walkway. 

—Contrary to popular 
conceptions, standards for 
housework have risen since 
grandma’s day. And some 
“laborsaving devices” have 
created different duties and 
demands.

““A modern porcelain 
stove must be kept sparkl- 
ing,’’ the researchers note. 
“Who bothered to clean a 
black woodburner? And 
with a washer-dryer, we ex- 
pect a clean shirt daily.
